Kindergarten 
Entrance Age 
Remains Same

Entering age limit of kinder­ 
garten and first grade students 
this fall will remain unchanged, 
it was decided by the School 
Board Tuesday night.

The present minimum age 
limit for all entering kindsrgar- 
t«a pupils is four years and six 
months. Age minimum for first 
graders is five years and six 
months.

A State law ha* been passed, 
to be effeetiva about September 
28 of this year which will require 
all entering kindergarten chil­ 
dren to be at least four years 
nine months and all entering first 
graders, five years nine months.

Since the State law will be­ 
come effective after the start of 
the next fall semester, the School 
Board had discussed, at a previ­ 
ous meeting adoption of a tempo­ 
rary resolution boosting mini­ 
mum entrance age which would 
be effective this fall.

The Board, however, Tuesday 
night, decided, on consultation of 
the County Counsel, that it would 
not be advisable to adopt the 
resolution.

Buses Carry 
Huge Fare 
Load in Year

The Torrance Municipal Bus 
Line* ha* collected 708,245 
fares during the fiscal year 
1950-51 to date, 56,341 during 
the month of April, according 
to the April statistical report 
at the City Hall.
The Ix>s Angeles-Torrance line 

netted the most fares during last 
month with a total of 42,293. The 
Long Beach-El Nido line collect­ 
ed 15.4$0 fares; 4,919 fares were 
collected on the Walteria-Hally- 
wood Riviera line; and 2178, the 
least number for any one line, 
was collected on the El Camino- 
Kettler Knolls line.

A total operating loss of 
$S,528.2H was reported for the 
entire system from the first 
10 months of the year, before 
"depreciation." This figure was 
arbitrarily put at $15.757, 
making the net loss including 
"depreciation" $19,285.28 for 
the year to date,

A loss of $1447.07 after de­ 
preciation was recorded for the 
month of April for the entire bus 
system with a loss of $19,285.28 
piled up for the fiscal year to 
date.

With a total revenue of $10,- 
449.47 and total expense of 
$8431.76. th« Los Angeles - Tor­ 
rance line netted a gain of 
$2017.71 for last month. Losses 
were registered for all other lines 
during the month of April. Total 
revenue of the Long B«ach-El 
Nideo line was $3046.93. cost, 
$3716.15, loss, $669.22; Bl Ca- 
mino-Kettler Knolls line reve­ 
nue. 272.27. cost. $1028.06, loss, 
$669.32; Walteria line revenue, 
$579.27, cost, $1291.94, loss, 
712.67.

It is interesting to note there 
was a gain of $128.68 for the 
bus ayatem lut month which the 
J1575.75, listed as depreciation 
and amortizing, changed to a 
negative value.

Revenue p«r mil* for each line 
is ax follows: L. A. - Torrance, 
".24 cents; Ixmg Beach-El Nido, 
 20.4 cents; El Camino-Kettler 
Knolls, 6.8 cent*; Walteria, 11.4 
cents. With a cost of 26.1 cents 
per mil* for the Los Angeles 
line, a gain of 6.3 cents per mil* 
for April was shown. On the 
Long Beach line, the cost per 
mile was 24.8 cents with a loss 
of 4.4 cents; on the El Camino 
line, per mile coat was 25.6 cents, 
loss, 18.8 cents: Walteria, per 
mile cost was 25.4 cents, loss. 
14.0 cents. All losses are figured 
after "depreciation." which is a 
questionable amount.
